This Lord, inimediately after theſe Exec 
which was ſo ſtrong an Inſtance of his — 
quitted Palerino to view the Fortifications of the 
Kingdom, and to try thoſe Criminals who were 


ſeized by his Orders. He began by the ſmall Ci- 


ty of Mont-Real ; from thence he went Cefalu, 
where finding the Caſtle unprovided with.Neceſ- 
ſaries for it's Defence, he put the Governor under 
Arreſt, as likewiſe that of Catania, and turned 
them both out for neglecting to ask the preceding 
Viceroy for Ammunition.. He uſed the Governor 
of the Caſtle of Patti in quite another Manner, 
and increaſed his Salary as a Recompence for his 
Care in keeping the Citadel well provided. His 


principal View being to provide for the Security of 


the Maritime Fortreſſes which were moſt expoſed, 
he fortified them all, to prevent giving the Turks 
an Inclination to make a Deſcent.

The Duke ſent him word that he 
would fit a Squadron out at a certain Time upon an- 
Expedition towards Caramania, that the Duke- 
TOfſuna might regulate himſelf accordingly, and 
take ſuch Meaſures that the Sccilian Gallies might 
act on their Side, and attack the common Enemy 


at the ſame Time. 


The Viceroy was very well ſatisfied with that 
Prince's Anſwer, and made all Preparations anſwer- 


able for an Armament ſo uncommon in a Country 
where they had rather cowardly bear the Inſults. 
of the Tits, than think of defending themſelves. 
a them. Theſe Veſſels, which had a great 


umber of the Nobility on board, were ready to- 
leave the River under the Command of Don O#a-- 
vio, when they receiv'd Advice that thoſe of the 
Grand Duke under the Command of D 
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had. left the Portof Leghorn. Theſe two Squadrons, 
endt᷑avouring to engage the Turks, as it were out 
of Emulation, ſteer d a different Way, and acted:

the Key. His Excellency ſoon convinced me 
that he knew the Way to the Widow's Houſe, 
where we preſently arriv'd. They receiv'd us in 
the Dark, and as privately as if we had enter'd 
the Houſe of a young Maid, who was weary of 
being fo, and therefore receiv'd her Lover unknown 
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to the Family. Tho' the Baronne 
naturally a Coquet, and very ambi 
herſelf upon her Conqueſt of the Vicerqy, ſhe was 
unwilling however that it ſhould be male publick ; 
but this was more for the ſake of her own Reputa- 
tion than for fear of the Vice-Queen's Reſent- 


ment. 


Tho Signior Thomas had given me an extraordi- 
nary Deſcription of the Baronneſs de. Conſa, I found 
her far beyond the Idea I had form'd of her, 
having never ſeen ſo beautiful a Lady before.

W went immediately into Thomas's Room to 
ſtrip ourſelves of our Habits, after which 
the Duke retired into his Apartment to repoſe him- 
ſelf, For my part, I went into my Room with 
the ſame Deſign, though I had not ſo much Occaſi- 
on for Repoſe as his Excellency.

done before. And even affected to let me accom- 
pany his Excellency when he ſtole from his Palace 
at Night to mix among the People, and to hear 
their Opinion in Palermo of his Government ; for 
the Baronneſs de Conſa was not always the Occaſion 
of his nocturnal Sallies. The Duke, contrary to 
what had been done by any former Viceroy, often 
diſguiſed himſelf in the Habit of a Soldier, Sailor, 
or Beggar. He travelled through the Streets in this 
Diſguſe, and entertained himſelf with the Popu- 
hce, and gave them an Opportunity of ſpeaking 
well or ill of him as they thought fit. 

l will not decide whether this Conduct was to be 
blamed or condemned; but am very certain that I 
would willingly have reſigned my Place one Night 
to Mr. Thomas.

I anſwered 
him, that he could not have applied to a Perſon bet- 
ter diſpoſed than myſelf to oblige his Neighbour. 
Upon this, he conducted me to a Houſe which 
appeared to belong to a Perſon in eaſy Circum- 
ſtances, and introduced me to a Room where there 
was an old bed-ridden Man, and pointing to him, 
faid, Sir, you ſee my Father in a Condition which 
deſerves Compaſſion. He is fallen ill with Grief at 

being cheated by a Merchant who has ran away

Lou know very well, ſaid I, that my Lord is of 
eaſy Acceſs, very mild and affable, and hears the 
Complaints that are made to him patiently.

I am perhaps his 
moſt favourite Page, acquaint me therefore thorough- 
ly with your Affair, and I will take care to have 
uſtice done you by his Excellency. When I had 
uttered theſe Words,” the Father and Son returned

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Promife of 200 Piſtoles. Softly, Gentlemen, ſaid 
I, know that the Viceroy's Servants are forbid tak- 
ing the leaſt Preſent from any Body, who is under 
an Obligation to them, and that under the Penalty 
of being diſcarded, after underpoi 
ment : Which was too true, the e having do- 
clared it in expreſs Terms to all his Domeſticks. 
This Injunction is too rigid, faid the old Man, how 


then ſhall J have the Opportunity of ſhewing that 1 


am not ungrateful? It is a Mortification to be in- 
capable of acknowledging a Service done only in 
Thought. A Spaniſh Benefactor, I replied very 


haughtily, deſires no more. Pray let ſuperfluous -

you was cheated, Then the old Merchant began,

This Sentenee of the Duke 4 Ofſuna's made the 
whole Audience laugh when he pronounced it, and 
became the Subject of Converſation in Italy. Gr- 
annetino and his Son, who thought themſelvey infal- 
libly ruined, before overjoyed to be eaſed bf this 
Perplexity, as an Acknowledgment invited me to 
Dinner, and when we had dined, ſpread the two 
- hundred Piſtoles before me, which they had offered, 
and I had refuſed. What a Sight was this! IT hey 
began to preſs me to accept of them, protefiing that 
no Body ſhould know it. Oh! the Weakneſs of 
Mankind! they preſented them to me ſo often, 
urged me fo ſtrongly, and in ſo many different 
Manners, that I was obliged to receive them. T hey 
were in a fine Purſe, which I put into my Pocket, 
and we agreed very well together afterwards. 

I was however, a little uneaſy when I begun to 
reflect that the Duke would not have a ſhameful 
Trade made of his Favours in his own Houſe.
